The Mining Mystery 


Sudden Cyclones of Destruction De- 
livered by the British 


The mystery as to how we man- 
aged to drive such enormous mines 
under the German positions in the 
region of Hill 60 without being dis- 
covered, is now partially explained 
by the statement that expert miners 
from all parts of the Empire have 
been engaged for a year back in do- 
ing this dangerous and delicate work. 
They probably have been able ‘to 
bring to the task a quiet skill which 
ordinary military miners could not 
rival. War has, become a many-sided 
business in which the fishing man 
plays but a limited part. Left alone, 
as he was largely in the old days, he 
would be utterly helpless. Today, not 
only the miner, but the railway 
builder, the road maker, the engineer, 


the munition manufacturer, the whole 
complicated activity of a nation must 


support him vigorously and_ thor- 
oughly if he is to get the chance to 
show his fighting ability. 

Of course, it follows from the 
statement that we have been a year 
mining these German positions with 
expert operators, that we cannot éx- 
pect to repeat this master-stroke ev- 
ery day or even every week. It calls 
for a lot of patient and skilful pre- 
paration. When we are quite ready, 
we are entirely irresistible. The Ger- 
mans at their best have not been able 
to deliver such devastating blows. 
Moreover, we commonly capture an 
important sector of the front by vir- 
tue of them, They are naturally em- 
ployed on positions of extreme value. 
If we had a century in which to win 
the war, they alone would carry us 
to the Rhine. They are a part of our 
marked superiority in material and 
hitting power. But we do not usually 
continue immediately the progress 
they seem to launch. It is unfair to 
expect it of our splendid troops. But 
we do achieve the most desirable: re- 
sult of all from these sudden cyclones 
of destruction—we kill many  Ger- 
mans with comparatively small los- 
ges on our side.—From the Montreal 
Star.

Austrians Fear Brussiloff 


The Russian armies, though lulled 
forthe moment into a false fraternal- 
ism, are performing at least this ser- 
vice—they are preventing wholesale 
transfer of Austro-German forces to 
the Italian and western fronts.

‘perhaps, that deficiency in protein, is 
“made up by the consumption of large 
quantities of products of the soy 


N bean which take the place in our 
re dietary of meat and other costly 
nitrogenous foods. They are eaten 


in some form by rich and poor at 
almost.every meal. Instead of taking 
the long and expensive method of 
feeding grain to an animal until the 
animal is ready to be‘killed and eat- 
tf en, in China we take a short cut by 
cating the soy bean, which is pro- 
tein, meat, and milk in itself. We do 
mot eat the plain bean in China at 
all. It is never eaten there as a veg- 
% etable, but in the complex food pro- 
‘ducts—natto, tofu,’ miso, yuba, shoyu 
and similar dishes. 
“The chief reason why people can 
live so cheaply in China and yet 
“produce for that nation a tremend- 
ous man-power is that they eat 
beans instead of meat; but nothing 
dike the navy bean, which by many 
people who do not get much exercise 
is considered. a rather heavy food. 
Furthermore, pork and beans as fed 
to the men inthe United States 
army and navy becomes monoton- 
ous after a while, even though the 
addition of the carbon contained in 
the shape of pork fat makes such a 
meal possess ‘every element © neces- 
sary to sustain life. 
“But human nature 
same everywhere, and the Chinese 
don’t care for a monotonous bean 
diet any more than other people. So 
they have taken this soy bean and 
managed to invent a great many 
kinds of products. The bean curd 
is a food made from pulverizing the 
beans into a flour and then boiling 
this milk-like .concoction, letting the 
curd rise to the top as your grand- 
mothers in this country made cot- 
tage cheese, I spoke of tofu—this is 
it. Nothing is wasted, nothing lost 
in China. ost of these soy bean 
products, popular from ancient times, 
are fermented. The cell walls and 
other carbohydrates materials are 
broken. down, the cell contents ren- 
dered more readily digestible, and 
peculiar and pleasant flavors de- 
veloped. : 

\ “Soup noodles are made out of 

& bean curd, Entrees made of bean 
curd are served with cream mush- 
room sauce or a hot Spanish tomato 
sauce. A salad of bean sprouts, ac- 
companied by cheese—the cheese a 
cross between’ Camembert and Ro- 
quefort, and made from the soy bean 
—is very nutritious and palatable. 

Westerners do not know’ how to 
use the soy bean, It must be made 
attractive or they will not take to it. 
It must taste good. That can be 
done. We make from it a delightful 

. chocolate pudding. A black soy bean 
sauce we use as a foundation for 
sweetmeats in China. The soy bean 
contains practically no starch, which 
means that it is a most desirable 
food for diabetics, and also of course, 
for vegetarians. Buddhists kill no 
animals—they thrive by making a 
specialty of the soy bean, which, by 
the way, is already being used in the 
French army. They find there that 
soy bean mixed with flour makes a 
good cracker, more nourishing than

Canadian Horses Sought 


Demand Is for Light and Heavy Ar- 
tillery Horses 


Nearly three million dollars will be 
spent in Manitoba by the British gov- 
ernment in buying horses for cavalry 
work at the front, states Hon. Valen- 
tine Winkler, provincial minister of 
agriculture, who has been asked to 
supply men to assist the British Re- 
mount Commission. Fourteen thou- 
sand horses will be required. Inspec- 

| tions will be held at numerous places 
in the province during the next cou- 


ple of weeks. Following the  pur- 
chase of these horses, the French 
and Italian governments = will also 


make large purchases. Mr, Winkler 
says: 

“The British Remount Commission 
is eager to open up a market in the 
province of Manitoba. General Neil, 
of the British Remount Commission, 
and Colonel Carruthers, the Canadi- 
an representative, have informed me 
that the work of purchasing horses of 
the different types Would be taken 
up and carried on at once. Already 
there has been one inspection made 
at Winnipeg, which has proven very 
satisfactory, making the Remount 
Commission more eager to secure 
horses of these types from the pro- 
vince of Manitoba. 

“At the present time the demand is 
for light artillery horses, weighing 
from 1,250 to 1,300 pounds; 15.1 to 16 
hands high; age 6 to 9 years; price to 
be $190, less the cost of shipping to 
Winnipeg. 

“Another class required is heavy 
artillery horses, weighing 1,500 or ov- 
er; 15.1 to 16 hands; price $220 less 
cost of shipping to ~Winnipeg. 

“All colors accepted, except white 
and light grey. 

“The-president of the French and 
Italian commissions will also. be in 
Winnipeg for the purpose of looking 
over horses and buying. These three 
commissions have combined to make 
a Canadian market.” 


Hear Lubin Again 


Proposes National Chamber of Agri- 
culture 


David Lubin is a little man with 
big ideas. When he first proposed 
the International Institute of Agri- 
culture the few that heard him laugh- 
ed at “a grand idea” that they said 
was too grand to be practicable. But 
Lubin kept at it and persuaded the 
King of Italy. to build a million-dol- 
lar headquarters and to start the in- 
Stitution. Now the crop reports of 
the Institute are standard the world 
over. 

When Lubin began to talk rural 
credits nobody listened. He said: 
“Society is lopsided. The cities are 
doing too well, the farmer not well 
enough. The government must fi- 
nance the farmer.” He kept at it un- 
til a commission was appointed to go 
to Europe and study the subject. 
Then he got it into congress and the 
Farm Loan Act was the result. 

Now Lubin has another “grand” 
idea. It seems too big to go through, 
but in view of what has happened in 
the past six years we must pay some 
attention to him. He proposes the 
“National Chamber of Agriculture.” 
It involves governmental supervision 
of marketing by parcel post, worked 
out in detail on the lines found prac- 
ticable by -the larger mail-order 
houses. To begin the movement Lu- 
bin proposes a commission to investi- 
gate the matter. He can keep a com- 
mission going. He doesn’t let it rest 
a minute. He might well be called 
our own little commission stimulator, 

Listen to Lubin. He doesn’t both- 
er with the details of his plans. He 
pushes his big idea, which is to keep 
a balance between city and country, 
producer and consumer. He is an 
untiring advocate. 


A Society Dies Natural Death 

It is not often that a society ar- 
ranges for its own funeral on the 
ground that it has accomplished the 
object for which it was originated. 
And yet that is what has occurred 
in London, England, with the Society 
for the Suppression of the Opium 
Trade. With the purchase recently 
of the last remains of opium in 
Shanghai the Chinese government 
gave the last kick to its once power- 
ful enemy. One of the ministers 
present at the wind-up of the society 
mentioned was the Chinese minister, 
who said that the habit of opium 
smoking was not a Chinese one at 
all, It had a western origin, but that 
there were some habits in the west 
that they hoped to copy to advan- 
tage, and one was to find some eco: 
nomic solution for over work. The 
Western artisian was no longer a 
slave.

War Work Phases 


Insight Into What Britain Has to 
Supply for Trench War> 
fare Today ™ 


Dr. Christopher Addison, ministed 

of munitions, Says that a committee” 
of experts are considering develop. 
nent of copper and other mineral 
resources of the United Kingdom. 
: Dr. Addison was speaking in the 
house of commons on the estimates 
for the ministry of munitions. He 
gave a striking account of the work 
of the department since it started a 
little more than two: years ago. Dr, 
Addison said that some conception of 
the magnitude of the production of 
explosives might be formed from the 
fact that in March, 1917, the capacity 
for the production of high explosives 
Was more than four’ times. that of 
March, 1916, and 28 times that of 
March, 1915, 

The ministry had recently reached 
such a state of production in respect 
to gun munitions that it was able 
to divert certain national factories to 
assisting other sections of the muni- 
lions program. He mentioned the 
discovery of a component of a new 
type which possessed great advan- 
tages for certain purposes. A large 
supply of this had been produced in 
a short time and was proving of the 
greatest value in facilitating the ad- 
vance at the front and in saving life. 

The requirements regarding the ac- 
cumulation of a great reserve of field- 
gun ammunition would be met ‘in 
good time and despite the enormous 
expenditure in the first nine weeks of 
the offensive, the stock of filled shells 
had only fallen off seven per cent, 
Field) Marshal Haig had enthusiasti- 
cally reported on the accuracy, and 
fine detonating quality of the ammu- 
nition, whether it was used for wire _ 
cutting, barrage or other purposes. 

The output of machine guns and 
rifles was fully equal to the demands, 
while for railway purposes tracks 
pulled up in England, Australia and 
Canada had been utilized. Canada had 
arranged to pull up 800 miles of track 
and ship complete when wanted. 
More than 2,000 miles of track had 
already been supplied in complete 
condition and nearly 1,000 locomo- 
tives, apart fromi hundreds supplied 
by the railways. 

The supplies of the new design 
tanks were coming forward excellent- 
ly and, continued the minister, “the 
end of the story is not yet, for the 
enthusiasm of Col. Stern, the invent- 
or of the tanks, and his collea:rucs, 
knows no limits.” 

With respect to steel, the minister 
said that the output of steek in this 
country before the war had for some 
time been stationary at a little over 
7,000,000 tons yearly, The output was 
now ten million tons, and he would 
be disappointed if it did not reach a 
twelve snillion tons output by the 
end of next year. Within 14 months 
the capacity fer the manufacture of 
b@sic steel had increased by 30 per 
cent. The demands for steel were so 
many that the control had been very 
close, and despite all the help from 
Canada and the United States, he 
could not offer any immediate pros- 
pect of relief. 

Notwithstanding the cost of mater- 
ial and labor, the government was 
obtaining steel plates in this country 
at less than half their- cost in the 
United States, while shell stecl cost 
30 per cent. less. 

Referring to salvage operations at 
the front, the minister said it was now 
possible to reform hundreds of thou- 
sands of 18-pounder cartridge cases 
weekly at a cost of four pence each, 
compared with seven shillings for 
new cases. 

Regarding trench warfare, he said: 

“While we started behind in the 
race, we are probably now as super- 
ior to the Germans in this section of 
warfare as we are in that of artil- 
lery.” 

More than 1,500,000 
had been supplied in the last six 
months, and whereas in December 
the tonnage required for trench war- 
fare material was 7,648 tons in the 
last six months it was 17,963 tons. 

The work of the ministry had al- 
most doubled within the last 12 
months. The aircraft supply alone at 
the beginning of the year required 
an additional ten thousand workers, 
and that which applied to the aircraft 
applied also to shipbuilding, gun 
waking, tanks, agricultural imple. 
ments and other necessaries of war. 

The widespread employment of wo- 
men had been attended singularly 
with little difficulty. From stxiy to

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Awful Plight of 
French Peasants 


Re-captured Towns and Vil- 
lages in France Were 
Rubbish Heaps 


So much has heen said of Germany and 
the Germans that the mere sight of the 
word ‘‘ German ’’ incold print makes one 
feel inclined to pass along to happier read- 
ing, but not without experiencing a cold 
shudder. Fortunately there are but few 


people left in Canada to-day who would’ 


openly put forward a plea for Germany 
on the grounds of learning and culture, 
This number would rapidly diminish 
were they given the opportunity of pay- 
ing a visit to the western front to see for 
themselves the utter destruction the re- 
treating German forces have left in their 
train. With all hope of viciory gone the 
Hun seemingly puts himself out to pillage, 
burn and absolutely destroy every piece 
of territory he ovcupies previous to evacua+ 
tion, believing, presumably, that the un- 
changing sight of wanton destruction will 
so depress the heart of his enemy as to 
force an earlier peace. Harrowing narr- 
atives of German barbarism are published 
in ‘‘The French Wounded Emergency 
Fund Magazine,’ accounts which fairly 
take one’s breath away. It discloses be- 
yond doubt that the plundering and burn- 
ing of French town and villages is pre- 
meditated and is part and parcel of the 
German military programme. In this 
war-stricken area only the aged, weak 
and babies in arms are left by the Huns 
to grapple with an unknown future, with 
not even a vestage of a house standing in 
the whole shell-torn area. The ablebodied 
men and women (boys and girls of 14 years 
and upwards) haye: been deported to 
Germany—literiilly forced into bondage. 
But what makes the saddest reading in 


*| the unfolding of one of the most gruesome 


stories of this war‘is the reference made 
to the young women who are left with 
Boche children in their arms to share the 
fate of the old and decrepit as if to remind 
them through life of German lust and 
tyranny. What a future for these poor 
unfortunate progeny who will be expect- 
ed to rebuild the future destinies of France.

“ Khaki ” Uniforms 
First Used in 1848 


What is the origin of khaki? To whom 
are we indebted for it ? 

It was first adopted in British India, in 
1848, by Sir Henry Burnett Lumsden, 
who had been asked to equip a corps of 
guides to collect intelligence and to con- 
duct an English force. on the northwest- 
ern frontier of India. Thecloth used was 


a light cotton drill, as suited the climate 
of Hindoostan, and took its name from a 
native term, ‘‘ khaki,’’ which means in 
the Urdu language, ‘‘ dusty,’’ being de- 
rived from ‘‘khak’’ or dust, says Popu- 
lar Science Monthly. Thus the term ap- 
plied to the color of the cloth rather than 
to the material. Though the dictionary 
tells us it is pronounced kaykee by the 
natives, the English have given it to us as 
kharkee, and this is the correct pronuncia- 
tion. 

Having been approved, the use of the 
cloth spread from the guides to others in 
the Indian army, and it was worn in the 
Sepoy Mutiny of 1857 by the English 
troops. In the Boer War; 1899—1902, 
khaki was adopted in the British service 
for an active service uniform, and so worn 
by all English and Colonial troops in 
Africa: But as cotton was not warm 
enough for the African highlanders, uni- 
forms of the same kind were made of 
serge, and the term khaki thus included 
woolen as well as cotton fabrics. Because 
it was well fitted for the climate of Cuba 
and the Phillipines, the United States 
chose khaki for the soldiers’ uniforms 
during the Spanish-American War.
